Finally, the discussion was thrown 
open to the audience, who asked 
questions that were answered by the 
student speakers. 

Intra-Boro Discussion at Midwood

to Midwood H. S. to attend an In¬ 
tra-Brooklyn discussion on the q es- 
tion, “Assuming that independent 
democratic nations will continue to 
exist after the present war, will it be 
possible and desirable to set up a 
democratic international organization 
that will preserve world peace?”

After weeks of concentrated study 
on the subject of the “Bill of Rights,” 
four representatives of Girls’ High 
School who had been tutored by Miss 
Minnie Weinstein went “to bat” 
for their alma mater in the “Match 
Wits on Democracy” quiz heard 
over station W.N.Y.E., which is the 
educational branch of station W.N. 
Y.C. These history quizes are held 
under the supervision of Dr. Har¬ 
rison Thomas, each Monday in the 
studio situated in Brooklyn Technical 
High School. 

The program was announced and 
directed by Mr. Van Rensselaer 
Brokhahne.

Sponsored by the Board of Educa¬ 
tion, this meeting was a direct result 
of a resolution passed by Congress 
and a proclamation by Governor Leh¬ 
man setting aside the third Sunday 
in May as “I am an American” day. 

The guest speakers were: Mr. Con¬ 
rad Keyes, former head of the Brook¬ 
lyn Bar Association, who is an alum¬ 
nus of Boys’ High School, and broth¬ 
er of our principal; Miss Margaret 
McCooey, Associate Superintendent, 
whose alma mater was Girls’ High; 
and Mr. Walter Hart, member of 
the City Council. 

Cooperation By G. H. S. 

Among the various organizations 
in Girls’ High School which gave 
their whole-hearted cooperation on 
preparation for this day are the 
Office Practice Class in Shorthand, 
which cut the stencil for the an¬ 
nouncements oi the occasion, the 
Mimeograph Squad, which ran off 
5,000 copies, the Poster Club, which 
made posters to be put in neighbor¬ 
hood store windows, and a group of 
Girls’ High students, who volunteered 
to usher for the evening. 

Honor Class Visits 
Bank Money Exhibit 

On Wednesday, May 14, 1941, a 
gioup of the History 6 Honors Class 
under- the leadership of Miss Gluck 
went to visit the Money Exhibit of 
the Chase National Bank at 46 Cedar 
Street in New York City. This col¬ 
lection consists of over 50,000 speci¬ 
mens. More than fifty years were 
spent in gathering moneys of all 
peoples and all ages. The girls were 
shown through the whole exhibit by 
two guides, who explained everything 
to them. 

For instance, they saw the ancient 
brass coinage of China. There were 
some Chinese coins, worth only a 
fraction of a cent, which are still in 
circulation today. Around 2000 B. C. 
money of that country received the 
same shape as the article which it 
was designed to purchase. Thus there 
were coins shaped like a dress, called 
dress money, for which clothing could 
be obtained. 

They also noticed huge stones 
which are used as money on the is¬ 
land Yap in the Pacific. Then they 
saw the coins of ancient Egypt, and 
among them coins bearing the por¬ 
trait of Alexander the Great and the 
“Shekel of Israel.” 

Finally they came to a great col¬ 
lection of American coins and paper 
money. Specimens from the Fugio 
Cent of 1787 to the dollar bill of to¬ 
day were to be seen. The Fugio Cent 
is also called “Franklin’s Penny” 
because on one side of the coin the 
following words are engraved: “Mind 
vour own business,” which is said to 
have been a slogan of Benjamin 
Franklin. 


Friday, May 9, marked a great 
event in the lives of those girls in 
divisions 2 through 4 who were elect¬ 
ed to the younger division of the 
honor society of our school, the Jun¬ 
ior Arista.
